The documents cited in the search report do not give any rise to objections 
regarding novelty or inventive step. 

It must however be remarked that the appplication does not meet the 
requirements of Article 6 PCT since the claims are not supported in their full 
scope by the description. 

The working examples make plausible that the epoxidised or maleinised 
oils are capable of interacting with a curable epoxy resins system and will be 
able to function as a "built-in" modifier with a positive effect. Claim 1 however 
covers a multitude of curable systems which are suitable for the uses listed in 
claim 14 but which have litttle in common, such as for example anionically curing 
lactams, photocuring acrylates, radical-curing unsaturated polyesters, acid- 
curing melamine-formaldehyde adducts, polyurethanes. The modified oils will 
not necessarily interact with most or all of these systems and will not necessarily 
have a positive effect. Regarding claim 4 it is noted that there are no working 
examples which involve polyisocyanates and that it has not been made plausible 
that the effect which the invention tries to obtain will also be obtained in the case 
of polyurethane-forming compositions.
